Gibson seeks black lawmen 


CITES LACK OF MINORITIES 


Newark Mayor Kenneth A. Gibson criticized what he termed 
the lack of minority participation in the Essex County criminal 
justice system and said a black should be considered for the post 
of county prosecutor. 

Gibson, in a letter to Gov. Brendan Byrne said, "Black 
involvement at all levels in the administration of criminal justice 
in the courts of Essex County has not been what it should be." 

The mayor, referring to statistics published in the New Jersey 
Correctional Master Plan, stated, *Bl.-ks comprised over 67 per 
cent of the total prison population in the state, while representing 
only 12.5 per cent of the entire state population. 

"Further review incidcate that of the six counties (Passaic, 
Hudson, Union, Essex, Monmouth and Camden), which

accounted for 66 per cent of the offenders 
incarcerated in fiscal 1974-75, Essex County 
ranked first with 1,224 individuals. 

On the county level, Gibson said, “Blacks 
and other minorities accounted for 92.2 per 
cent of the total prison population of 9.519 
individuals during 1975. These figures show 
that blacks and minorities are the major clients 
of the criminal justice system within the state 
as well as Essex County.” 

Gibson’s letter pointed out the “irony” of 
the racial makeup of persons responsible for 
administering justice. 

Of 71 assistant prosecutors employed in 
Essex County, the mayor said only. four are 
black. Among the 104 investigators ànd 
detectives, Gibson said only 11 are black or 
Puerto Rican, with none of them above the 
rank of detective. 

“I need not indicate that the prosecutor, the 
chief law enforcement official in the county, 
can be a powerful force in changing both the 
image and application of criminal justice in the 


county to one that is more representative of Й 


blacks and other minorities," he said in his 
letter to Byrne. 

Gibson noted that it was not his intention to 
knock the county's justice system, but rather to 
improve it. 

In addition, the mayor told Byrne that the 
county needed more black judges and blacks 
serving on juries.
